Religion Delayed 


WASHINGTON (BP) — Su- 


preme Court decision on re- 
_ jiigious practices in public 
’ schools be delayed until 


wilt 
after the first of the year and 
possibly until later in the 
spring, according to develop- 
ments here. 

Oral arguments in the Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland cases 
involving state laws requiring 
the reading of the Bible and 
reciting the Lord’s prayer have 
been delayed until the middle 
of January and possibly later. 

The appellants have been 
given 60 days in which to file 
additional briefs, and the re- 
spondents will normally be giv- 
en a further 30 days to reply.

In the House, however in the 
confusion of the last days of 
Congress it was impossible for 
the committee on education 
and labor to meet with a quo- 
rum to vote it out.

Begin Teaching Program 

Shortly after Southern Bap- 
tist missionaries arrived in 
East Africa in 1956 they began 
8 program of teaching through 
Sunday schools, and during the 
next few years materials were 
prepared by various mission- 
aries on a rotating basis. Feel- 
ing this was inadequate for so 
important an area of work, 
the Mission (organization of 
missionaries) asked Rev. and 
Mrs. W. Boyd Pearce to give 
full time to publication work. 
They began the program in 
1961, and my wife and I re- 
lieved them early this year 
when they went on furlough. 


Nairobi was chosen as the 
center for the work; funds for 
a buiding were made avail- 
able through the Lottie Moon 
Christmas Offering; the corn- 
erstone was laid this past Feb- 
ruary; and our staff moved in 
in May. The $27,000 for con- 
struction and equipment will 
pay dividends for many years; 
and Southern Baptists, through 
their gifts, will continue “to 
announce the good news of the 
kingdom of God’’ with mater- 
jals sent out from the building.

The Coming Convention 


The annual session of the Mississippi Baptist Conven- 
tion is less than two weeks away. This is the most im- 
portant meeting of Mississippi Baptist life. 

We have sometimes heard the criticism that the 
preachers run convention affairs. This is an unjust and 
untrue criticism. Large numbers of laymen and women do 
attend the convention each year, and many of them serve 
on the boards and committees of the institutions and 
agencies of the convertion. Some of these have rendered 
distinguished service to Mississippi Baptist work. For 
many years it has been the custom of the convention to 
alternately elect a pastor and a layman to the office of 


convention president. Since a pastor is now serving, it | 


is to be expected that a layman will be chosen for the 
office for the coming term. 

However, insofar as it might conceivably be true that 
more preachers than laymen share in the control of con- 
vention affairs, where would the blame for such a con- 
dition rest? Is it not upon laymen who have refused to 
accept the responsibility of serving as messengers to the 
convention? Is it not.upon the failure of churches to name

Every cooperating church in the state is entitled to 
one messenger for each one hundred members or fraction 
thereof, and an additional messenger for each additional 
one hundred members or major fraction threof, except 
that no church shall be entitled to more than ten mes- 
sengers. 

Every church should send its pastor to the convention, 
and almost all of the churches also can send one or more 
laymen. The church should provide the expenses for these 
messengers enabling them to attend. Such a representative 
attendance from all over the state, will assure all Baptists 
everywhere in the state, that the affairs of the convention 
are being administered by the representatives of the 
churches. Moreover, large numbers of other members 
should attend, even though they are not messengers. 

This is an important convention. Several matters of 
major moment will be considered. Every church in the 
state should be represented in the sessions, with not only 
all of the pastors present, but large numbers of laymen as 
well. 


Delay Can Be Very Costly 


Those churches and ministers who are not now in the 
Southern Baptist Protection Plan would do well to give 
careful consideration to the matter immediately. As has 
been announced for several months the penalty for delayed 
participation has been waived until January 1, 1963. After 
that date, any minister who has been eligible but has de- 
layed entering the plan. will find that he has penalized 
himself and his family rather severely. This penalty could 
be as much as several hundred dollars a year. Preachers 
and church leaders should read the article on pages 6-7 of 
the September-October issue of the Annuity Board publi- 
cation, The Years Ahead. If this is not available, it would 
be well to write Mr. W. R. Roberts, Box 530, Jackson, 
Miss., for information and application forms. Remember, 
January 1, 1963 will be too late. You can enter the program 
after that time, but ONLY-with penalty.

cal revelation from Genesis to 
Apocalypse is a summoning 
and sending of men. In the 
beginning of his ministry, Jes- 
us appointed the Twelve ‘‘that 
they might be with him, and 
that ‘he ‘might‘send them forth 
to preach” (Mark 3:14). 
“Come unto me’”’ and ‘‘go ye’’ 
come as a challenge to all 
men. , 

“Consider your call, breth- 
ren’’ was a plea of the Apostle 
Paul to the Corinthian Church 
(" Corinthians 1:26). This ex- 
hortation is most pertinent for 
Christians today because there 
is widespread misunderstand- 
ing of the Christian concept of 





calling. There exists the popu- 
lar notion that calling and 
“‘occupation”’ are one and the 
same. Webster's Dictionary de- 
fines ‘‘calling’’ or ‘‘vocation”’ 
as exact equivalents of one’s 
uaual ‘‘work,’’ ‘‘occupation,”’ 
and ‘‘trade.’’ This is a distor- 
tion of the Biblical view of 
calling, representing a com- 
plete emptying of the original 
content. 

Of the 195 references to call- 
ing in the New Testament, only 
73 have a strictly theological 
meaning. In every instance the 
calling is to salvation and ser- 
vice in the church. The call 
comes from God in Christ to 
all Christians (Romans 8:30). 
It is a call to the new life in 
Christ and to Christian witness.

Consider Your Call 


few volunteer for special ser- 
vice of God as did Isaiah (Isa- 
iah 6:1f.). For some, the 
“call’’ to a particular task in 
the church comes from God 
through the church as, for ex- 
ample, the call of John Bun- 
yan, George W. Truett, and 
Dr. John R. Sampey. Far too 
many churches are negletting 
their impértant role of ‘‘calling 
‘out ‘the called.” Too often it 
is left up to the individual to 
decide as to whether or not 
he is called and to make ap- 
plication to the church or ordi- 
nation. When this happens the 
church tends to cenceive of 
its role as merely that or or- 
daining persons who apply for 
this action. 
Paul Made Tents 

The question arises as to the 
relation of church members 
who are called to a particular 
spiritual task and their occu- 
pations. Most church members 
continue in their jobs or pro- 
fessions. Even Paul continued 
to make tents for a livelihood. 
Howard Butt, well-known evan- 
gelist who does an enormous 
amount of preaching,’ contin- 
ues to operate a multi-million 
dollar grocery business. On the 
other hand, others give up their 
job and depend upon the 
church for their living as did 
the Apostle Peter.

Net Enrolments Up : 
At 72 Institutions + 


NASHVILLE (BP) — A re-} 
port from the Education Com- 
mission of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention here shows 
that combined net enrolments 
in convention-related schools, 
colleges and seminaries in- 
creased again in 1962. 2 

Net enrolment refers to stu- 
dents taking 12 hours or more 
of courses, and thus considered 
full-time students. The net en- 
rolment total for all types of 
institutions as of Oct. 1, 1962 
was 55,791. 

At the same date a year ago, 
it was 54,826, according to Ra-| 
bun L. Brantley of Nashville, 
Commission executive secre- 
tary. Figures are based on re- 
ports to the commission from 
registrars of the institutions. 

Senior colleges, junior col- 





leges and academies showed 
gains in new enrolments over 
1961. Bible school enrolmen 
was the same as the previou 
year.

126.4% increase in per capita 
|gifts to all mission causes, 
from $3.49 to $7.90. 
Contributions to World Mis- 
sions through the Cooperative 
Mission Program budget grew 
from $2.27 to $4.88 per capita 
| or 115%. 
| What Could Have Happened 
| . Let us see what could have 
happened if God had gotten His 
proportionate increase of the 
family prosperity. The per cap- 
ita income of the churches 
would have grown from $25.11 
to $60.44, instead of $46.05. 
Since’ most of our churches 
take their share for local needs 
out first, let us assume that an 
additional 20% of the increase 
is used for local expenses and 
80% is channeled through the 
Cooperative Mission Program.

Instead of a $2,600,000 state 
bud get,’ $7,815,836.85 would 
have been handled in 1961. 
Considering a State Mission in- 
crease of $1,000,000 to reinforce 
numerous mission projects 
within Mississippi, over $5,000,- 
000 or six times'as much sup- 
port could have gone to South- 
erm Baptist Mission work 
around the world. 

Figures Astounding 

The astounding figures above 
are based only on the same 
percentage increase experien- 
ced by the average family in 
Mississippi in the last decade.

of religion’? So the litigating 
process can go on to finer and 
finer points of procedure. 

The same principle applies. 
to the defining of the uses of 
the Bible which are appropri- 
ate in the public schools. To 
be sure, the Bible is literature 
and belongs in the literature 
courses and on the library 
shelves. But for Christians it 
is more than literature, and is 
used for spiritual guidance and 
for uplift or inspiration. The 
line which divides the religious 
uses of the Bible from the his- 
torical or literary uses is a 
fine one, sometimes hinging 
on no more than the infection 
of the voice. 

The Supreme Cqrt has three 
cases before it dealing with 
these matters. Some decision is 
unavoidable, even though that 
decision will raise a whole 
crop of new questions which 
will require more precise lit- 
igation. : 

Other Issues Looming . 

The next issue which merits 
consideration soon is how far 
can this process go before we 
have restraint on ‘‘the free ex- 
ercise’’ or religion. This guar- 
antee is‘also in the first amend- 
ment. Following immediately 
upon the statement that there 
shall be no actions respecting 
‘“‘an establishment of religion,” 
it adds ‘‘or prohibiting the free 
CREED TO suis ius 
“The right to exercise, one’s 
























religion. must,,apply. even on 
public property such as schools 
and school grounds. ‘As Bap- 
tists we have insisted on. the 
right to preach even on streets 
and in public ks. What, 
then, may we do wit n- 
ce to starting the day’s work 
or starting our lunch at school? 
Will we tolerate restraint on 
the practices which we want?’ 

I can easily detect the im- 
‘propriety of some of the Rom- 
an Catholic ideas and manners 
of religious expression. Beads, 
crossings, robes, etc., leave me 
cold as religious symbols, but 
for some they are the essence 
of reality. Baptists ha¥e no 
doubt played their full share in 
asking @he courts to guard 
against religious impositions of 
this kind. “ 

Now our Jewish neighbors 
are asking the same courts to 
apply restraints on some of 
|our practices, such as a creche 
at Christmas, a play at Easter, 
a baccalaurate service, and the 
visiting evangelist. 

Lawsuits aplenty seem to be 
ahead, with each case press- 
ing for a uniform answer for 
all schools in all communities. 
And. each. decision calls for a 
dozen more! 

Christian Witness Wanted 

The protection of the rights 
of people, even when those 
people are a small minority of 
the population, is essential to 
freedom’ and democracy. The 
unfortunate thing is that our}. 
considerations and our skills 
are so lacking as to throw the 
untangling of these relations 
upon the courts. Teachers,| 
principals and local boards are 
in better positions to handle 
them with sensitivity. 

Where we are a part of a 
majority group we can extend 
ourselves in behalf of the min- 
ority and express a christiar 
witness in the process. When} 
the minority claim their equal 
rights we can give them our 
blessings, too. Where we are 
a minority. we can 
patience and 
while we in turn defend the} 
rights which are properly ours.)

The trustees of Midwestern Seminary have voted to 
dismiss Dr. Ralph Elliott from the faculty of that institu- 
tion, as a result of the controversy which developed over | 
thepublicatinn of his’ book, “The Message of Genesis”.

In an editorial last August, we stated that it was our 
feeling that the Midwestern trustees could not dodge the 
issue, and should take a definite, positive action, whatever | 
the decision should be. Furthermore, it was urged that | 
Southern Baptists be fully informed through the Baptist 
press concerning the actions taken and the reasons for 
them. The board has done both of these things and we 
commend it for doing so. 

Trustees Take Action 

The trustees of Midwestern Seminary evidently in-| 
terpreted the action of the San Francisco Convention as 
a mandate for them to seek a solution to the problem, and 
have given their diligent, careful and prayerful attention 
to it. A called board meeting was held in September, at | 
which time two full days were given to exploration and 
discussion of the matter. Finally, a special committee was_| 
appointed to pursue the problem further and to bring a 


| 


- report to the full board at a later date. 


This special committee spent days in its work and 
much time in discussion with Dr. Berquist, president of 
Midwestern, Dr. Elliott, and others who were involved. 
It is evident that a sincere effort was made to work out. 
a satisfactory solution. The. full board was called back for | 
another meeting, to receive the report of the special com- 
mittee. : 

This committee had developed a statement 
theological education which seemed to offer 
solving the problem. Even Dr. Elliott had accepted this 
statement. The committee reported, however, that it had 
been unable to reach satisfactory agreement with Dr. 
Elliott concerning further publication of the book, and that 

ause of this it “reluctantly and regretfully” recom- 
mended that he be dismissed, because in its opinion “it 
was impossible to come to a mutual working relationship 
in arriving at a solutién to the problem”. After long dis- 
cussion and further exploration of every possible solution, 
the board voted to approve the report of thé special com- 
mittee, which meant the dismissal of Dr. Elliott.
